Bearing away again on her course from Marquette, the steamer 

Arctic soon came In sight of one of the most picturesque 
and wonderful objects of Lake Superior, the far-famed Pictured 
Rocks. 

When first seen In the distance, from the deck of the steamer 
the broken and Irregular outlines of the rocks alone could be 
discovered, looming up from the water like a gigantic wall upon 
the coast, but as they neared the spot the passengers could 
clearly observe the manifold beauties for which the place Is 
noted. 

Upon rounding Grand Island, from whence the gallant captain 
kept his craft as close to the high cliffs as safety would permit, 
the grandeur of the whole scene burst upon the vlson of all on 
board, aud a murmur of admiration greeted the sight. The sun, 
which had been for a time veiled by clouds, at this Juncture 
shone out clear end resplendent, lighting up the scene and adding 
to the brilliant hues of that enchanting spectacle which, once 
seen can never be forgotten. Small rills dashed from the verge 
of the precipitous rocks and fell In shimmering, sun-tinted sheets 
Into the lake beneath. 

The action of the restless waters, 

“ Whose surge, with constant motion, 

Agalust the granite raves," 

had worn the hard cliff Into the most fantastic shapes; making 
sharp angles and graceful curves, with dark caverns showing

r underneath. The precipitous wall rises from fifty to one bun- 
* dred and fifty feet above the water, and near Miner’s river a huge 
turreted eminence resembling a feudal castle, such as some 
l mighty baron during the era of the Crusades might have boasted, 
I rose high in air, and seemed to frown down upon the beholders, 

, and bar any advance Inland. Its huge gateway or portal, rudely 
- carved In gothic style of architecture, seemed to be fully sixty 
I feet In height, and the embrasures or boles about the base, ar¬ 
ranged as though for defense, added much to Its formidable ap- 
i pea ranee. 

Beyoud this the cliff gave place to a barren shore whence 
Miner’s river commingled its turbulent waters with the pure 
blue of the lake, and a short distance beyond the massive wall 
rose again to an altitude of nearly two hundred feet, and over 
the brow of the precipitous rock a fine cascade foams and breaks 
In glistening showers of spray along the crags which line the 
steep descent. 

The crowning glory of the long range of cliffs, was, however 
the brilliant prismatic hues from whence the name “ Pictured, 
Rocks” doubtless originated. From the surface of the water 
to a considerable height above,' the wall was frescoed with bauds 
of brown, yellow, blue, green and gray, harmoniously Inter¬ 
spersed, yet clear and well defined—arranged In parallel bands, 
and producing an effect at once charming and grand. These col¬ 
ors, according to scientific research, were produced as follows: 
” Between the bands or strata of thick-bedded sandstone there 
are thin seams of shaly materials, which are more or less 
charged with the metallic oxides, Iron largely predominating, 
with here and there a trace of copper. As the surface water 
permeates through the porous strata, It comes lu contact with 
these shaly bands, and, ooxlng out from the exposed edges, leaves 
behind a sediment, colored according to the oxide which Is con¬ 
tained In the band In which It originated. It can Dot, however, 
be denied that there are tome peculiar!tlee which It Is dfflcult to 


explain by any hypothesis.” Be this as It may, the wondrous 
beauly and charm of the scene, the richness and delicacy of the 
coloring so harmoniously blended, are not the lees striking, and 
no mere pen picture, however accurate, can do justice to that 
j which must needs be seen, and that too by an artistic eye, to be 
fully appreciated. • 

Harry Hunter was gazing In rapt admiration upon the pictur¬ 
esque scene when Fowler, likewise a delighted spectator, touched 
him upon the shoulder and pointing to an indistinct object far- 
:r thcr on, exclaimed: 

e “I believe there is a stranded sailing vessel off there to the 
d right, Hunter. Do you see that sail close against the cliff yon¬ 
der?” 

•, “ I see It, and you have hit the thing to a nicety, though It Is 

e not, as you think, a vessel,” respondedfiarry, meantime closely 
n scrutinizing the object with his field-glass. “If I mistake not 
d that Is Ball Rock, and as you have remarked, does bear a wooder- 
s ful resemblance to the jib and main-sail of a sloop. Take the 
glass and see for yourself.” 

n Frank Fowler did as requested, and clearly saw that It was In 
- truth a rock, though the Illusion was so perfect that It might 
n readily deceive the eye st that distance. But he saw also what 
'' Hunter had not In hls glance at the rock—the most striking and 
e wonderful formation of that remarkable locality, the Grand Por- 
B tal, a short distance beyond. The whole party viewed this giant 
archway with feelings akin to awe, and gazed upon the mass of 
rock, which projected Into the lake several hundred feet,wlth the 
ftwne mute admiration that bad been given the ancient church at 
La Pointe. 

In close proximity to this stood The Chapel, a fantastic mass 
of rock which has been thus graphically described by one of the 
eyewitnesses: ‘The Chapel —La Chapetle of the voyageurt— if 
% not the grandest, Is among the most grotesque of nature’s archl- 
i tecture here displayed. Unlike the other excavations, which oc¬ 
cur at the water’s edge, this 
baa been made In the rock 
at a height of thirty or forty 
feet above the lake. The In¬ 
terior consists of a vaulted 
apartment, which has not in¬ 
aptly received the name It 
bears. An arched roof of sand¬ 
stone, from ten to twenty feet 
In thickness, rests on four gi¬ 
gantic columns of rock,so as to 
leave a vaulted apartment of 
irregular shape, about forty 
feet In diameter,and nearly the 
same In height. The columns 
consist of stratified rock, and 
have been worn Into curious 
shapes. At the base of one of 
them an arched cavity or niche 
has been cut, to which access 
Is had by a flight of steps 
formed by the projecting strata. 
The disposition of the whole Is 
; such as to resemble very much 

the pulpit of a church, since 
there Is overhead an arched 
canopy, and in front an open- 
lug out toward the vaulted InJ 
tertorof the chapel, with a flat 
tabular mass In front, rising to 
a convenient height fora desk, 
while on the right Is an Isolated 
block, which not Inaptly repre¬ 
sents an altar, so that If the 
whole had been adapted ex¬ 
pressly for a place of worship, 
and fashioned by the hand of 
man, It could hardly have been 
arranged more appropriately. 

It Is hardly possible to describe 
the singular and unique effect 
of this extraordinary structure. 

It Is truly a temple ofnature 
—“a house not made with 
hands.” 

Many another object of rare and pleasing appearanec attracted 
the attention of the tourists ere they reached the swift Sault St. 
Marie many a place and scene deserving of mention; but, after 
viewing the surpassing beauty and natural grandeur of the pic¬ 
tured rock, scenery of a milder and less majestic character 
seemed to fade in comparison.

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The Generative Org-ius of FUheo.

If led by given facte we look for a typical ground form of tbe 
generative organa of both sexes of Hehee, It will be fouud to be 
conatltuted of a fold or plate covered by the peritoneum from 
which tbe generative producte are aent Into tbe belly or into a 
special tube formed from the cell! of the ebdomiual cavity or 
are excluded either before or after fructification. Of this stand¬ 
ard tbe class of fish, comprising tbe moat different forms, shows 
so many varieties as to render a short arrangement necessary. 

All differences, which can be seen with tbe eye or by the aid 
of a lens, of tbe sexes In the several different orders are based 
upon the arrangement of the ducts; therefore a distinction Is to 
be made between an eductlve and a functional part of the gen¬ 
erative glands, a distinction which Is not only judicious, bat also 
necessitated by tbe study of development. It will be shown 
that the functional part Is the same In both sexes In the primal 
formation, and, up to a certain stage of development, that the defl 
nlte differences are only of a formal nature, and never obliterate 
tbe homology of tbe parts, while lu tbe eductlve part no compar¬ 
ison between the male and tbe female type cau be made. Let 
us first examine the ducts; the most primitive condition la char¬ 
acterized by tbe want of special eductlve apparatus; semen aud 
eggs are emptied Into the abdominal cavity and we find this low 
degree of organization, as It Is, for instance, observed In the radt- 
sta star fish In tbe lampreys. 

Tbe eggs of the eel end tbe salmonolds also drop fhto the ab¬ 
dominal cavity and are excluded the same as the genital products 
of the lamprey by the so-called genital pores, situated behind the 
anus. 

It Is to be considered a kind of division of labor If In other 
orders of fish the eduction of tbe generative products is taken 
from tbe abdominal cavity as such and given to an organ which 
In tbe course of Individual development Is separated from the 
abdominal cavity; that Is, separated from the cells of Its walls; 
this fact Is not of single occurrence In the animal economy, for 
Instance, the development of the lungs and of the swimming 
bladder from tbe Intestines. In the Schlamaipetzger (CobUUfov- 
silts), this function Is lost to the tntestiuos as soou as special res¬ 
piratory organs are developed from them. Tbe organ serving 
the eduction of tbe generative products forms at the same lime 
the foundation of the several kidney systems as they follow each 
other In the course of the development of the vertebco; thus it 
comes that with fishes whose generative products are no longer 
emptied into the abdominal cavity and from thence through the 
genital pores, the ducts of tbe generative glands open behind tbe 
anus with the cathetus (urine duct.) 

As far as we are at present acquainted with the development 
of the ducts, we possess careful and valuable researches of these 
conditions In regard to Rocheu (the Rays) aud Maieit (the sharks), 
by Semper and Balfour, and, as far as we know, it Is an estab¬ 
lished law that In every Individual with separate generative organs 
ducts for both sexes are formed, but of these only one Is fully 
developed, while the other 1 b atrophied; therefore, In regard to 
the ducts of tbe organs, there exists also in fishes having separate 
ones, a rudimentary hermaphroditism. 

The mode of the uniting of the ducts with the functional part 
of the generative glands determines the male type In opposition 
to the female type as well as the different modifications In tbe 
structure'of the ovary. 

The testicles are formed after one plan; their duct is similar 
to a tree with many branches, at tbe end of which the functional 
parts are suspended, tbe latter are round or elliptical, the terms 
bladders, ampulla and funnel, or pipes, are used, tbe difference 
la, however, not essential, as often while the semen Is ripening 
one form Is changed Inlo tbe other. 

Tbe ovarla are of different condition according to the forma¬ 
tion of the duct, this being either continuously united with the 
gland, as with most of our river fish, or separated from It with a 
free opening Into tbe abdominal cavity as with the rays and 
sharks; with these Ashes tbe ovarium Is a compact organ, and the 
eggs advancing while ripening drop Into the oviduct after having 
broken through the suruceof the ovarium. It Is quite different 
with our river fishes; with them ovarium and oviduct are united 
In one bag In which the ripe eggs are deposited; with the rays 
and sharks the emptying Is dune toward the surface; and with 
most of the bony-fishes toward the Interior of the ovarium. The 
bag-llke ovarla of the bony fishes have mostly muscular walls aud 
numerous tufts covered with eggs or ova In process of formation 
projecting Into the Interior of tbe sac. 

That much may be said of the outward form of the generative 
glands, which mostly occur In pairs and are situated In the bouy- 
ttshes, In the angle between the Intestines and tbe swlinmlug 
bladder the ducts uniting a little before the place of openlug. 
The exterior connections of the male organs of coition of sharks 
and rays are worthy of mention; most fishes are naturally de¬ 
ficient In this aparatus, as only an exterior fructification of the 
eggs takes place with them while several of those cartilaginous 
fishes bring forth living young, or at least deposit fructiAed eggs. 
Among the bony-fishes the scblelmttsch (< Jobiuidei) Is known to 
bring forth living young, but so far on accouut of the absence 
of generative organs Ibe mode of Its fructification has not been 
explained; It Is also to lie noted that many fishes nurse or care 
for their brood, or build nests, as tbe sticklebacks, and even har¬ 
bor their yonng In folds or appendages of the outer skin, as tbe 
sen-horses (Uippocamput). 

We will now examine the functional part of the generative 
plans; It Is to be taken Into consideration that Very considerable 
changes take place here, so as to render the description of a sin¬ 
gle stage, for Instance, at rutting time, quite Insufficient. Long 
since, In the Investigation of the structure of the generative 
glands, It has bean made a point that for a fall knowledge of an 
organic form, the observation of Its origin and destruction, or 
passing away, Its development and the continual change between 
rest and activity Is required, the description of a single circum¬ 
stance from the diversity of conditions Is only fragmentary and 
Insignificant from which to obtain a proper knowledge of It. 

Thera la no stability In tbe organic form, for the next moment 
obliterates the shape assumed In the previous one, 'and a study of 
the forms must therefore take cogulaanoe of Ibe wbol« complex 
appearances In order to derive fixed laws therefrom. 

This point of view will lead us Into the following: At Drat 
small and more or less transparent, shortly after spawning the 
generative glands swell In consequence of the ripening sod the 
reformation of lbs generative products until the next rutting 
time, which takes place once a year at a definite time, both Som¬ 
mer and Winter spawning fishes; In place of the transparent condi¬ 
tion of the testicles, as well as ovarium,assumes an opaqua, milky 
or chalky oolor. In tba ovarium It la tbe formation of the yolk 


kernels, In the testicles of the filamentous semen whereby the 
optque condition of the glands Is caused. 

Tbe product of the female gland Is tbe egg; that of tbe testi¬ 
cle the spermatozoa; no one would think of comparing these 
two formations at first sight, so considerable la the difference, 
but If we consider that for tbe propagation of species, for the 
breeding of young, the union of tbe egg with only one spermat¬ 
ozoa!! la requited, and that nevertheless the qualities of the 
father are transmitted as promptly as those of the mother, then 
tbe comparison between egg amtspermatozosn Is brought nearer 
to us. 

In this respect great progress was made by the discovery of Kol- 
llker that the spermatozoan waa, like the egg, a cell transformed 
In a special manner and to tbe elucidation of this transformation 
we are especially Indebted to Von la Valette. who said that the 
kernel of tbe seminal cell Is made tbe head, and the body of It 
made the tall of the spermatozoan. But with this knowledge the 
analogy canuot be fouud which Reichert established about thirty 
years ago for the simply constructed generative glands of the 
Ntmalvidtt (thread-like animals), and here LaValette’e labor has 
shown tbe way. 1 hope to be able to show that tbe analogies 
given by Von la Valette are real homologies, but In doing so we 
must go bsck to tbe first formation of the generative orgaus, as 
here only can we find the proofs 

The first formation of the generative glands of the trout Is 
constituted by a few cells of considerable size, which bave ex¬ 
isted In the abdominal cavity before tbe formation of any other 
organ. I have seen them with embryos of 8 mm. In length be¬ 
fore tbe separation of the Wolff ducts, and before the closing up 
of the Intestinal tube; these cells are gradually deposited In a 
fold In which they Increase by division and give origin to all the 
generative substaflee produced by odc Individual, and undergo 
changes which are alike for both sexes until the last product of 
division la enclosed by the tissues; on tbe contrary, In the testi¬ 
cle. that Is to be, the tlssuc-like cover of several such elemeuts 
(primal seminal cells) is united, which then, according to their 
appearance, receive the common names of ampulla, etc. 

In the ovarium with the separatlou of the last elements the 
most essential part of formation Is finished; it Is true that the 
egg still continues to grow and is furnished with tbe transparent 
porous skin which has the mlcropyle, that is, an opening for tbe 
entrance of the spermatozoa during fructification; In tbe yolk 
the germ grows and acquires uumerous germinal specks, but gen¬ 
erally In the tlsaue-llke covering of the egg only tbe germ of one 
Individual Is contained, at the highest ror two, as proven hy 
double formations In the trouts. In the ampullae of the testicles 
every siugle cell undergoes an active process of division, and 
from the different parts by many changes tbe spermatozoa are 
formed, but as every egg Is surrouuded Inside Its tissue-llke 
covering by a wreath of cells, the so-called epithelium; thus also 
111 the testicles of the fish, from the different parts of the primal 
seminal cell several unite to form a cellular covering, where the 
rest remain until their formation Into spermatozoa, and when 
ripe, the egg, as well as the spermatozoa, leaves the covering, 
which then perishes. 

While therefore In the juvenile testicle the inner walls of the 
small ampullas are lined with a simple layer of cells by the pro¬ 
cess previously alluded to, shortly before tbe first rutting time 
the form of the ampullas has been considerably changed; large 
capsules are found therein filled with tbe forms of development 
or the ripe conditions of the spermatozoa; wc will call these 
capsules(after Von la Valette’s “ Hodenfolllkel’’ (testicle-follicle) 
on account of their equal value with the egg follicle In the 
latter, aa we bave 6een, one or two germs arc contained; In the 
follicle of tbe testicle a large number, and It Is here, as m tbe 
whole animal kingdom, to one female germ there are many male 
ones, because the generative cells In the male have undergone a 
larger division than those of the female. In tbe grown animal 
the regeneration of the generative products takes place after tbe 
same laws, but there are also fish whose generative organs are 
totally exhausted after one breeding time, as tbe lamprey; here 
in tbe ripe generative glands are not found those substitute cells 
from which In long-Uved fruitful fish tbe regeneration of egg 
and semen Is drawn. Other fish are quite sterile and bave ac¬ 
cordingly atrophied or withered generative organs; the sterility 
of the cyprlnolds and salmonolds Is well known. 

It would lead too far to refer to the details of the regeneration 
of tbe generative products, but tbe following may be mentioned: 
After tbe spawning tbe aftergrowth for the next year Is begun, 
tbe generative products are already developed to a high degree, 
aud It appears to be tbe rule for fish, aa well as with other ani¬ 
mals having periodical breeding tiroes. These products are formed 
loug before that period, so that, for Instance, the Summer 
spawning fish bave them well advanced by tbe beginning of Win¬ 
ter. Many Winter spawning ones discharge them at one time 
while wltn the Summer spawners a periodical discharge Is ob¬ 
served. 

In conclusion mention may be made of the hermaphrodite 
fishes. Of late quite a number of aucb forms bare been dlscov 
ered, and hermaphroditism has beeu claimed as proof of tbe ex¬ 
istence of a difference of sexes In tbe foundation (of tbe embryo). 
With hermaphrodites, as they say, there Is this difference: the 
male and female principle Is united In one Individual, but 
with forms of sepaaete generation In two Individuals; It has not 
become quite certain that the fructification of animals 
of a higher order Is nothing but the copulation of two cells 
which are as homologous as the cellular bodies of animals of 
lower degrees wblcb unite for breeding. Tbe generative pro¬ 
ducts are special cells of tbe orgaolsm wblcb undergo different 
degrees of development and from a certain point go through a 
definite formation which Is characteristic of the aez. With tbe 
hermaphrodites the foundation of the generative glands Is also 
homogeneous, but from one part of the cells eggs, and from tbe 
other spermatozoa, are formed, as with individuals of separate 
organization, only one or the otber 1s the product. Rudimentary 
hermaphroditism does not stand In opposition to this opinion; 
It ouly shows that the homogeneous formation of tbe generative 
products Is better fitted for tbe distribution of labor, and that 
this better condition Is gradually attained. 

It cannot be said, however, that tbe female form of tbe gen¬ 
erative products Is tbe original one, although In Its highest de¬ 
velopment It hea preserved the character of a celt; It has had Us 
variations from the original form as well as the male form, each 
corresponding to their functions; the egg Is charged with a nutri¬ 
tious substance and can thus afford to tbe young material for 
building up Its body; It surrounds Itself with special coverings. 
Tbe seminal cell becomes light and movable, tbe first sign that 
In tbe generation tbe male receives the active part, for the exte¬ 
rior differences of sex become conspicuous only after quite a 
while.

You could not bave done better, and unless we get 
a swarm of those beautiful steam launches round the bend, your 
worms'11 He.

“ I quite agree with you,” 1 chimed in. “ Now, one more grog 
and a final pipe; and so you think they spoil the fishing, as well

—The Charleston Nem and Courier tells us that while Mr. 
Henry May was fishing with a party on Thursday morning, near 
Fort Ripley, In the yacht Uncle Peter, and the vessel was lying 
at anchor, all of a sudden without apparent cause she started off 
at a frightful speed.

The fish then went straight for Fort Ripley 
with both boats, but as soon as It would get near tbe shoal water 
it would shy off again and make for tbe channel. The fishing 
t ost soon cut loose, hut the Uncle Peter was carried twice around 
Fort Ripley, and It was nearly an hour before the devilfish finally 
let go. The anchor rope was covered with a thick slime which 
could not be removed. There was no harpoon on board the 
Uncle Peter.

The further operations of the com¬ 
missioners of fisheries fdE this Besson will consist of the distribu¬ 
tion of black bass, which will commence about August 1, and 
be continued for at least three months.

Conscience in Animals. 


BT O. J. ROMANES, M. A., E. L. S. 

Among several other topics which are dealt with In an Inter¬ 
esting article entitled “ Animal Depravity” that appeared In the 
Quarterly Journal of Science tor October last, the writer alludes 
to the question as to whether or not tbe rudiments of a moral 
seose are discernible In animals. This question I consider to be 
of so much Importance from a psychological 1 olnt of view that, 
although a great deal of observation which I have directed to¬ 
ward ita enlightenment has hitherto yielded but small results, I 
am tempted to publish tbe latter, sucb as they are, In tbe hope 
that, If they Berve no better end, they may perhaps Induce some 
other observers to bestow tbeir attention upon this very Inter¬ 
esting subject. 

I may first briefly state wbat I conceive to be the theoretical 
standing of tbe subject. At the present, day, when tbe general 
theory of evolution Is accepted by all save the Ignorant or the prej¬ 
udiced, the antecedent probability isoverwhelmlng that our moral 
sense, like all onr other psychological faculties, has been evolved. 
Tbe question as to tbe cauea of Its evolution has been discussed 
In the “Descent of Man,’’ and this with all the breadth of thought 
and force of fact so characteristic of the writings which have ex¬ 
erted an Influence upon human thought more profound than has 
been exerted by the writings of any other single man—not even 
excepting Aristotle In philosophy or Newton In science. Mr. 
Herbert Spencer, also, bas treated of this subject, and, if his won¬ 
derful “ programme” is ever destined to attain completion, we 
may expect copious results when bis great powers are brought 
to bear upon the “ Principles of Morality " Meanwhile, however, 
we have ample evidence to ren er it highly probable that at any 
rate the leading causes In tbe development of our moral sense 
have had their origin In the social Instincts. Indeed, to anyone 
who Impartially considers this evidence In the light of the gen¬ 
eral theory of evolution, It must appear well-nigh Incredible that 
so considerable a body of proof can ever admit of being overcome. 
Nor is Ibis all. Not only Is It true that so much success bas at 
tended Mr. Darwin's method of determining synthetically the 
causes which have been Instrumental In evolvlug the mural seose,* 
but, long before any scientific theory of evolution bad been given 
to the world, our great logician—following In the track 
of Hume (whose part In thla matter has not, I think, 
been sufficiently appreciated), Bentham, and others—proved 
analytically, to the satisfaction of all competent and Impartial 
thinkers, that the moral sense is rooted In “ the greatest amount 
of happiness principle ” as Its sustaining Bource. In other words, 
John Stuart Mill, by examining conscience as he found It to ex¬ 
ist In man, showed that It depends upon tbe very principle upon 
which It ought to depend, supposing Mr. Darwin's theory—elabo¬ 
rated, be it remembered, without any reference to Mr. Mill’s 
analysis, and arrived at by a totally different line of Inquiry— 
concerning the causes of Its evolution to be the true one. 

Stronger evidence, then, as to the physical causes whose oper¬ 
ation has brought human conscience Into be ng, we could 
scarcely expect, in the present condition of physical science, to 
possess. It Is unnecessary, however, In this place to enter into 
the details of this evidence, as almost every educated person 
must be more or less acquainted with them. I shall therefore 
pass on to the next point which concerns us—namely, supposing 
the causes of our moral sense to have had their origin In the 
social Instincts, where and to what extent should we expect to 
find Indications of an Incipient moral sense In animals! First, 
then, what do we mean by conscience! We mean thatfaculty of 
our minds which renders possible remorse or satisfaction for past 
conduct, which has been respectively Injurious or beneficial to 
others, t This, at least, Is wbat I conceive conscience to be In 
lie last resort. No doubt, as we find it ill actual operation, the 
faculty in question has reference to Ideas of a higher abstraction 
than that of the fellow-man whom we have Injured or bencflttcd. 
In most cases the moral aeuse has reference to the volitions of a 
Deity, and in others to the human race considered as a whole. 
But, If the moral sense has been developed In the way here sup¬ 
posed, Us root-principle must be that which has reference to 
Ideas of no higher abstrictlou than those of parent, neighbor or 
tribe. Now, even In this Us most rudimentary phase of develop¬ 
ment, conscience presupposesacomparatlvelyhlgh order of Intelli¬ 
gence as the prime condition of Us possibility. For not only 
does the faculty as above defined require a good memory as a 
condition essential to its existence, but—what Is of much greater 
Importance—it also requires tbe power of refecting upon pact 
conduct: and this, It Is needless to say, appears to be s much 
rarer quality In the'psychology of animals than is mere memory. 

Thus, If Mr. Darwin’s theory concerning the origin and de¬ 
velopment of the moral sense Is true, we should noi expect to 
find any indications of this faculty In any animals that arc loo 
low in the psychological scale to be capable of reflecting upon 
their past conduct. Whether this limitation doea not exclude 
all autmals whatever, Is a question with which I am not here con¬ 
cerned. I merely assert that. If the theory In question Is the true 
one, and If no animals are capable of reflecting upon tbeir past 
conduct, then no animals can possess a moral sense, properly so 
called. And from this, of course, It follows that, If any ani¬ 
mals can be shown lo possess a moral senBe, they are thereby 
also shown to be capable of reflecting upon tbeir past conduct. 

Again, If Mr. Darwin’s theory concerning the origin and de¬ 
velopment of the moral sense Is true. It Is self-evident that we 
shonld not expect to find any indications of this faculty in ani¬ 
mals that are either unsocial or unsympathetic. Supposing the 
theory trne, therefore, our search for animals In which we may 
expect to find any indications of a moral sense la thus seen to be 
very restricted In Its range; we can only expect to find such Indt- 
I cations .In animals that are highly Intelligent, social and sympa- 
I ihetlc, since by tbe hypothesis, conscience requires a compara¬ 
tively rare collocation of comlltlona for Ita development, we must 
I expect to find It a comparatively rare product. 

Laatly, aa It la quite certain that no animal Is capable of re¬ 
flecting upon past conduct In any high degree, and as we have 
Just seen that the moral sense depends upon the faculty of so re¬ 
flecting, It follows that we cannot expect to find any animal In 
which the moral sense attains any high degree of development. 

We are now In ■ position to draw some Jmportant distinctions. 
There are aevertl Instincts and feelings which, when expressed 
lu outward action, morft or 1cm simulate conaclenc® (§o to speak), 
but which It would be erroneous to call by that name. For In¬ 


stance, the maternal Instinct, although it leads In miny cases to 
severe and sustained self-denial for tbe beueflt of the offspring, 

Is nevertheless clearly distinct from conscience. Tbe mother In 
tending her young does so In obedience to an Inherited Instinct, 
and not from any fear of subsequent self-reproacb If she leaves 
her family to perish. She follows tbe maternal Instinct, so long 
as it continues In operation, just as she would follow sny other 
Instinct; and It is, as it were, a mere accident of the case that In 
this particular Instance the course of action which tbe InBtlnct 
prompts is a course of action which Is conducive to the welfare 
of others. An Illustration will render this distinction more 
clear. In his chapter on the “ Moral 8ense,’’ Mr. Darwin alludes 
to the conflict of Instincts which sometimes occurs In swallows 
when the migratory seaaon overtakes a late brood of young birds; 
at such times " swallows, house-martins and swifts, frequently 
desert their tender young, leaving them to perish miserably In 
their nests." And further on he remarks: “ When arrived at 

the end of their long journey, and tbe migratory Instinct has 
ceased to act, what an agony of remorse the bird would feel if, 
from being endowed with great mental activity, she could not 
prevent the Image constantly passing through her mind of her 
young ones perishing in the bleak north from cold and hunger!” In 
other words, if we could suppose the mother-bird under such cir¬ 
cumstances to be capable of refecting upon her pant conduct, and, as 
a consequence suffering an " agony of remorse," then tbe bird 
might properly be said to be conecimcc-etricltcn. And If we could 
suppose the bird, while still brooding over her yonng ones, to 
forsee the agony of remorse sbe would sulisequently feel If she 
now yields to tbe stronger Instinct by deserting her young, 
then the bird might properly be said to be acting coHcicutiou&ty. 

Again, mere fear of puDlsbment must not be confused wlih 
conscience—It being of the essence of conscientious action that It 
should be prompted by feelings wholly distinct from fear of re¬ 
taliation by the object of lujury, whether by way of punishment 
or revenge Conscience must be capable of effecting Its own 
punishment, if violated; otherwise the principle of action, what¬ 
ever It may be, must be called by some olher name.* 

It Is evident that conscience, as we find It In ourselves, Ib dis¬ 
tinct from love of approbation and fear of disapprobation. Nev¬ 
ertheless, if our hypothesis concerning the development of the 
moral sense Is the true one, we should expect that during the 
early phases of that development love of approbation and fear 
of disapprobation should have played a large part In the forma¬ 
tion of conscience. For although, by the hypothesis, It Is sym¬ 
pathy and not self-love that constitutes the seat of the moral 
sense, still the particular manifestations of self-love with which 
we are now concerned—viz., desire of approbation and dislike of 
tbe reverse—would clearly be impossible hut for the presence of 
sympathy. “ Mr Bain bas clearly showu that the love of praise, 
and the strong feeling of glory, and the still stronger horror of 
scorn and Infamy, 1 are due to the workings of sympathy.’ ”5 I 
think, therefore, that lo testing—by observations upon the lower 
animals—the truth of Mr. Darwin’s theory concerning the genesis 
of conscience, It would be no valid objection to any satisfactory 
instances or conscientious action in an animal to say that 6Uch 
action is partly due to a desire of praise or a fear of blame. This 
would be no valid objection, because, in the first place, It would 
in most cases be Impossible to say how far the implication Is true 
—how far the animal may have acted from pure sympathy or re¬ 
gard for the feelings of others, and how far from an admixture of 
sympathy with self-love; and in the next place, even If the im¬ 
plication be conceded wholly true, It would not tend to disprove 
the theory in question. If an animal’s sympathies are so power¬ 
ful that, even after being reflected through self-love, they still 
retain force enough to prompt a course of action which is In 
direct opposition to the more Immediate dictates of self-love, 
then the sympathies of such an animal are hereby proved to bo 
sufficiently exalted to constitute the beginnings of a conscience, 
supposing the theory which we are testing to be the true one. 

Similarly, there Is an obvious distinction In ourselves between 
injured conscience and injured pride. But, If conscience has 
been developed In the way here supposed, it follows that in the 
rudimentary stages of such development the distinction in ques¬ 
tion cannot be so well defined. Pride presupposes consideration 
for tbe opinion of others, and this In turn—as we have just seen 
—presupposes sympathy, which la the foundation-stone of con¬ 
science. Now, it Is certain that long before we reach. In the as¬ 
cending scale of animal psychology. Intellectual faculties sufficient¬ 
ly exalted to admit even of our suspecting the presence of an 
Inclpleut moral sense, wc can perceive abundant Indications of 
the presence of pride. And, forasmuch as animals that are high 
In the psychological scale frequently exhibit a very profound ap¬ 
preciation of their own dignity, we may pretty safely conclude 
that In no case can we expect to find Indications of a moral 
sense in an animal without a greater or less admixture of pride. 

I will now sum up this rather tedious preamble: From Mr. 
Darwin’s theory concerning the development of conscience, it 
appears to follow that the presence of this faculty In animals 
must be restricted—If it occurs at all—to those which are intelli¬ 
gent enough to be capable In some degree of reflecting upon past 
conduct, and which likewise possess social and sympathetic in¬ 
stincts. From the first of these conditions it follows, supposing 
Mr. Dsrwln’s theory true, that In the case of no animal should 
we expect to find (be moral sense developed In any other than a 
low degree. 

There Is no reason to suppose any mere inetiuct (such as the 
maternal) due to conscience; for an Instinct acquired by Inheri¬ 
tance Is obeyed blindly, I 11 order to avoid the uncomfortable sen¬ 
sation which ensues In a direct manner If It is not bo obeyed ; 
whereas conscience enforces obedience only through a process of 
reflection ;! the uncomfortable sensation which non-obedience en¬ 
tails in this case being only brought about In an Indirect manner 
through the agency of representative thought. 

Although conscience In man Is Independent of, or distinct/rom, 
love of approbation, fear of reproach, and sense of pride, there Is 
no reason why wc should suppose conscience In Its rudimentary- 
forms to be Independent of these passions On tbe contrary, I 
think we should expect a rudimentary form of conscience 
to be more or less amalgamated with such passions; for, 
long before the faculty lu question has attained tbe highly- 
differentiated stale I 11 which we find It to be present In 
ourselves. It must (by the hypothesis) hsve passed through In¬ 
numerable stales of lesser differentiation in which its existence 
was presumably more and more bound up with that of those 
more primary social Instincts from which It first derived Ita ori¬ 
gin. To us conscience means a massive consolidation of Innu¬ 
merable experiences, Inherited and acquired, of remorse follow; 
Ingone class of actions and gratification their opposites; and 
this massive body of experience has reference to Ideas of an 
abstraction so high as to extend far beyond tbe Individual,or even 
the community, which our act Iona primarily affect. No wonder 
therefore, that, when any course of action la being contemplated, 
conscience asserts her voice within 11 s as a voice of supreme 
authority, commanding us to look beyond all Immediate Issues, 
Inclinations, and even sympathies, to those great principle of ac¬ 
tion which the united experience of mankind has proved to he 
best for the Individual to follow In all Ills attempts to promote tbe 
happiness or to alleviate the misery of his race. But with ani¬ 
mals, of course, the case Is different. They start wllh a very 
amall allowance of hereditary experience In the respects we are

In addition to 
the trots, a pacing race is on the card with four entries, also for 
the second day. On the third day the 2:24 class trot, seven en¬ 
tries, and the great event of the season, the special trot for Hope¬ 
ful and Rams, will take place, and on the fourth and cloeing 
day the programme calls for the 2:28 class trot and special race 
for Judge Fullerton,Col. Lewla,Hannis, Midnight and Bonesetter.

It hma leased a large 
plot of ground, ewy of access, on which It will soon commence 
the erection of an amphitheatre. The prizes for the meeting in 
September will be w ell worth competing for.

ALarge and Successful Meeting 

Seneca Falls Chosen as the Place to Hold 
the Convention of 1880. . 

(From onr Special Reporter.) 


Rochester, N. Y., July 12, 1879. 

The twenty-first annual convention of the New York State 
Association for the Protection of Fish and Game held under the 
auspices of the Monroe County Sportsmen’s Club, of Rochester, 
has just been brought to a successful conclusion, although it 
was at one time feared that the delay occasioned by rainy weather 
and tame birds would have delayed the finish until next week. 

As a whole the meeting was a great success, bringing together 
a lartre number of sportsmen from all sections of the state. The 
Dresenoc of delegates from the Fountain Gun Club, Long Island 
Gun Club and Brooklyn Gun Club of Kings county, added fresh 
interest to the different contests, as the eastern portion of the 
state has never bad a proper representation in the previous con¬ 
It would be perhaps advisable In future conventions for the 
managing committee to secure, if possible, a larger stock of wild 
birds, as the shooting progresses by far easier than when tame 
birds are In plunge traps. The different contests would have 
been completed early on Saturday if It had not been for the de¬ 
lay attending the different shoots in which tame bird* were used. 

It is be regretted that some gentlemen should have deemed it 

necessary to enter a protest against Mr. 8. A. Tucker, of the 

Madison County Club, who won the Forest and Stream medal for 
the best average in contests 1, 8 and 5. Mr. Tucker la one of 
our most enthusiastic sportsmen and a representative of Parker 
Bros., of Meriden, Conn., and has shot with the association for 
the past two or three years. The point raised was that Mr. Tucker 
was not a citizen of New York. It appears to be a mere techni¬ 
cal point, hardly creditable in a sporting view of the matter, as 
although Mr. Tucker does reside in Connecticut, he also resides 
in New York city, where the firm with which he is connected 
have one of their houses of business. Such protests aa these 
raised on trivial points, tend to create an 111 feeling among men 
that should not exist In the New York State Association for the 
Protection of Flsli and Game. 

The accommodations for the visiting members of the conven¬ 
tion were excellent, and Messrs. Buck & Singer, of the Osburn 
House, won a host of friends by the first-class manner in which 
they provided for the wants of their guests.

This set of courtesy was a re¬ 
ward for the diligent care exercised by the Lewis County Club 
in the protection of game, as It was stated by the proposer of the 
motion that the clnb had already nine law suits on hand con¬ 
cerning violations of the game, laws, and kept three men con¬ 
stantly employed to guard the woodB and streams. Mr. R. J. 
Richardson, of the Lewie County Club, returned thanks to the 
convention for the compliment they bad just passed. 

After hearing the reading of the minutes of the previous 
meeting, held in Buffalo on May 20, 1878, Mr. R. T. Flowers, 
chairman of the standing committee, presented their report, 
which was read by Mr. C. C. Morse, of Rochester. 

L. A. Pratt, of Rochester, said there was a mistake either in 
the reading or wording of the report regarding the snggested 
amendment of Role III., which read: 

Rule III. Rising of Birds.—A bird must he on the wing when shot 
at. In ease of a misfire, the referee shall examine the charge, and If It 
be found that it is properly loaded, the party shooting shall have 
another bird. 

He meant to suggest that an insertion be made after the 
words “ shot at," like ibe following: " But lu case a bird shall 
be on the ground when shot at It shall be declared no bird." 

The report of the standing committee was accepted and the 
convention then proceeded to discuss Mr. Pratt’s amendment. 
Mr. Manning, of Sjracuse, Mr. Compsou, Mr. Elmendorf, of 
Brooklyn, and others argued ou the point, but it was not deemed 
necessary to make any change and Mr. Pratt’s amendment was 
lost. 

On motion of Mr. Pratt, of Rochester, the rule regulating pis¬ 
tol shooting was so amended as to allow the use of a revolver or 
any kind of pistol. 

treasurer's report. 

The report of the treasurer was then read and showed a balance 
of $1,187 on hand. 

Mr. Redmond, of Rochester, called the attention of the conven¬ 
tion to a bill which had been adopted by the Monroe County 
Club, relative to having railroad companies carry sporting dogs 
the same as ordinary freight. The bill had been sent to Albany, 
but for some reason or other had never been Introduced. He 
hoped that the members of the convention would use their In¬ 
fluence to have a law passed with that Intent. 

THE LOCATION 

of the next convention was then brought up end gave rise to 
quite a lively discussion. Mr. M. A. Stearns, and Mr. I. J. 
Faulkner spoke strongly In favor of Dansville, Mr. A. L. Childs, 
of Waterloo, and General John A. Murray were equally eloquent 
on the advantages and charms of Seneca Falls, Mr. Elmendorf 
and Mr. George Chappell thought that Brooklyn would be a good 
place, aud Mr. William Pool had a word to say about the pictur¬ 
esque scenery of Niagara Falls. 

Mr. Hoyt and Mr. Faulkner were finally appointed tellers, and 
the voting commenced. At first, Dansville had the largest vote, 
but finally the King’s county delegation, finding Brooklyn had ho 
chance, came over to the assistance of the Seneca Falls party. 
When the report of the voting was made, the tellers differed 
slightly, Mr. Faulkner having Dansville 87 and Seneca Falls 84, 
while Mr. Hoyt showed Seneca Falls 82 and Dansville 75. A 
second ballot was then taken, and resulted In the selection of 
Seueca Falls by a vote of 93 to 79. 

On morion, Seueca Falls was unanimously selected. 

The officers for the ensuing year were then selected as follows: 
President, Horace Sllsby, Seneca Gun Club, Seneca Falls; 1st 
vice-president, I. T. Qase, Phoenix Sportsmen’s Club, Seneca 
Falls; 2d vlqe-presldent, A. Elmendorf, Brooklyn Gun Club, 
Brooklyn; recording secretary, John B. Sage, Forester Club, 
Buffalo ; corresponding secretary, C. H. Williams, Seneca Gun

There was some slight discussion then came up about the selec¬ 
tion of the clnb under whose auspices the convention would be 
held at Seneca Falls, but It was finally left to the two clubs to 
decide the matter among themselves.

Suiu’ltze Powdiih. —An officer of the 15th Regiment of the 
British army writes from Bombay, Indio, to the London Fit id: 

‘ 1 brought some two hundred cartridges out lost January 
loaded with Schullze powder, they being the residue of 600 shot 
In England at rabbits, etc., before leaving. I took them out 
quad shooting at Ahraedabad, and on the second being fired out 
,.f the right barrel (the left barrel not having been used at ally, 
the gun buret. Three-quarters of the right barrel flew about 
twenty yards to my right, the wooden rib joining the stock to 
the barrels flew over my left shoulder post a brother officer’s bead 
some 30 yards away,the rebounding lock went back to full cock.and 
the center rib of metal joining the two barrels together curled 
up like a watch-spring; In fact, the gun was completely wrecked, 
and I escaped without any hurt but a blistered finger, by a mira¬ 
cle. The gun was a very good one, by Monks, a Chester man, 
and I had fired some two or three thousand cartridges out of It at 
home. I have taken the opinion of several sportsmen out here 
on the subject, and they all seem to agree that the heat or dry 
weather so altered the condition of this powder that the body of 
the gas generated on the explosion of the detonator was so large, 
and so quickly formed, that the shot leaving the barrel was not 
sufficiently Instantaneous to allow of Its expansion. 

" I may state that the quail shot at was killed. I Inclose 
photograph of the guu after firing, and hope that this account, In 
conjunction with the others I see reported lu your valuable paper, 
will tend to make sportsmen careful how they use an uncertain, 
and therefore most dangerous, compound."

These markings are of various umber- 
brown shades, with the usual stone-gray shell spots 
The block-tailed godwlt (Llmoea hudeoniea) Is much less abun¬ 
dant In the United States than the preceding, and appears to 
range chiefly along the Atlantic coast. It Is, however, Included 
by Prof. Snow among the birds of Kansas, on Prof. Baird’s author¬ 
ity. I have lately seen specimens taken In Northern Montana, 
along the Milk river and Its tributaries. Its breeding resorts are 
entirely beyond our limits, In hlperborean regions. A set of four 
eggs of Limoea hudeoniea Is In the Smithsonian, from Anderson 
river,where they were secured by Mr. MacFarlane, June 9. They 
measure 2.15 to 2.20 In length by about 1.40 In breadth. The 
ground la a very beavily-shaded ollve-drab, much darker (almost 
as In a loon’s or jage r ’s egg) In two of the specimens than In the 
other. In these darker specimens the marklugs are almost lost 
in the general heavy color, merely appearing a little darker; they 
are chiefly evident at the greater end. In the other the markings, 
of the same general character, are, however, much more conspic¬ 
uous, owing to the lighter ground.

Limoea Fedoa. 

This large and conspicuous species of bay-bird inhabits all 
temperate North America as well as Central aud parts of South 
America aud the West Indlos. It winters In the Southern states 
and southward, and performs Its semi-annual migrations with 
the regularity that distinguishes must of the birds of this family 

Comparatively little has been learned, until receully, of the 
breeding resorts and habits of this godwlt, though It Is such 
common and generally distributed bird during Its migrations and 
In Winter, Audubon surmises that It may breed In South Caro¬ 
lina and perhaps also In Tex is, where, as Mr. Dresser found It In 
Summer, It probably doe*. Occurring In abundance along most 
of the Atlantic coast, It nevertheless appears less common north 
of Massachusetts, sod has not, It would appear, been observed 
much, If any, beyond New Englaud, In that longitude. The 
center of Its abundance lo Summer, and Its main breeding 
ground, la, apparently, the Northern Mississippi aud Eastern 
Missouri regions, and thence to the Saskatchewan; for, unlike 
Its relative (L. hudeonica), It doe* not proceed very far north to 
neaL It breeds In Iowa, and In Minnesota, Dakota and Mon 
tana, where I observed It In June, and where the eggs have been 
procured. I found It on the p sins bordering the Red river, and 
also along the upper Missouri and Milk rivers, In company with 
long-billed curlews and great numbers of the bortramlan sand 
piper, nesting, like these species, on the prairie near the river 
and about the adjoining pools, but not necessarily by the water’; 
edge. In Its habits at this season It most nearly resembles the 
curlew, and the two species, of much the same size and general 
appearance, might be readily mtaiakeu at a distance where the 
difference In the bill might not be perceived. On Intrusion near 
the nest, the birds mount In the air with loud, piercing cries, 
hovering slowly around with labored flight In evident distress, 
#nd approaching sometime* within a few feet of ths observer. 

The only perfect set of eggs of the godwlt i have seen were 
takso June 1, 1871, fifty miles northwest of St. Paul, Minnesota

Editor Chicago Field: —After the Sunday morning services 
mentioned In my lost in “ Edeu’s Garden’’ were over, Uncle 
Jimmy Lurue with whom I got acquainted In “Frisco,” and 
who was well kuown all over California as a character (he was 
tall, gaunt, aud wiry, a man about fifty-five years of age, that 
had come over with “ Steveneou’s Regiment" from TexaB, and 
who was extremely reticent) said to me, W— let’s go down to 
Mercy Hospital. I have a friend there who has been terribly 
wouuded by a grizzly bear, but Is now recovering. The hospital 
Is about three-quarters of a mile from Los Angeles, surrounded 
by a large prange grove, and the grounds are very extensive. 
Here patients are sent from all over the state, and receive the 
best of care from the 8lsters. His friend was rapidly recovering 
from bis fearful encounter, and related It to me thusly: (He 
was a man of powerful frame, a blacksmith by trade, and kept 
the miners’ tools lu repair, shod horses, etc., up In the mountain 
mining camps. A cool, determined man, a splendid shot, and 
passionately fond of hunting, especially bears.) My name Is 
John Searles, I came to California In 1849, from Fonda, Mont¬ 
gomery county, New York and hare worked at my trade ever 
since. There was a slight fall of snow In the mountain*. So I 
mounted my horse, rode about a mile, tied him to a sapling, and 
began to hunt. It was In the Winter. The male bears generally 
keep In couples, sleeping In the day time, and pouncing upon 
cattle and sheep, gorging themselves full, when they sleep on 
the ground, amoug the chapparel, until they get hungry again. 
They never go to the same carcase again, but their next bunt la 
generally in an opposite direction from It, sometimes twenty 
miles away. Now in these mountains was a huge fellow called 
“club foot,” because one of his feet had been caught in a trap 
and one of his toes cut off, as be showed by his tiacks In 
the snow. He was the terror of the Ranchemen, because he 
destroyed so many cattle, and they offered 11,000 fur bis cap¬ 
ture. I bad not gone very far before I discovered a bear asleep 
upon the leaves In a bunch of brush under a tree, and put a ball 
through his head, took out btB entrails, and with a lariat hung 
him up In a tree so that the cayotes (wolves) would not eat him, 
and resumed my bunt. There were some blind wagon tracks 
running up to the camps, and now and then, a bridle path. 
Hearing a crash among the brush, I stepped beside a patch where 
It was the thickest, with my rifle ready, pointing to the ground, 
aud listened. The snow was falling lightly. I heard a slight 
noise In a by-path close to me, and old club foot stood before 
me, too near to raise my rifle. He hesitated a moment, and 1 fired 
from the hip. Thu ball struck him right between the fore 
shoulders, and he fell. I instantly slipped a cartridge Into my 
rifle, keeping my eye on hie. He gave a spring, the cartridge mis¬ 
fired. He caught the lower part of my face in his jaws, as you 
sec, and crunched it fearfully, and with bis paws tried to rip me 
down, but he was too weak to strike the claws below the ribs, 
although he tore all the flesh off as he fell down. I was very 
bloody, and It was some time before I could mount my horse, as 
he smelled the blood. I had just strength enough left to mount 
him, and hold onto the saddle. He ran to camp, slopped, and I 
fell off. I knew but little more until I found myself here some 
days afterwards. Mr. 3earles related all of this, with as much 
coolness as If he bad not been a party at all Interested. Just 
simply a uarratlve as If nothing had happened to him. I he bear 
was found a few hundred feet away, stone dead, and weighed 
nearly fifteen hundred pounds. I went to see him frequently 
after this. The upper part of his face was not Injured. 
Although his jaws were broken In many places, he fully recov¬ 
ered afterward, I learned at Santa Barbara from “ Uncle Jimmy,” 
and resumed his trade. Getting acquainted with Col. Philips, 
who had some good dogs, he Invited us to go quail huutiug with 
him, up the Ban Gabriel river. We bad fair shooting, but you 
ouly got one shot at a Hock, for they would Invariably alight lu a 
patch of cactus (prickly pear) Into which no dog could get, and 
then we had to hunt up another covey. I bunted with him fre¬ 
quently thereafter. One day be said to me: “ W-, what 

countryman do you think i ami” “Why, an American, of 
course, I replied. "Not at all,” said be. “I am a full-blooded 
* Cbeokee Indian.’ ” "Now,” says I, “Col., you can’t scare me 
at all In that way, for I have huiited with them much on the 
other side of ‘the divide.’ ” Such was the fact, however. He was 
educated abroad. The Col. was a "banker,” and his bank was 
called ‘ the Puaraoh bank ” (or some such name), In contradis¬ 
tinction to Gov, Downey's bank of Los Angeles, I suppose. My 
checks, however, were drawn on the latter by Win. C. Ralston. 
Sheriff Burns asked me It I would not like to see Lo* Angelos by 
midnight! I told him nothing could be more desirable. (As 
was a distant official relative of bis.) In company with the chief 
of police, the Colonel, and one or two others, we went the rounds 
on 8unday e veiling, as this Is the evening. The Mexicans, Indians, 
mixed Americans and a tew “ Celestials’’ were absorbed in the 
game of “ keno. ” Boys, girls (and women suckling their ba¬ 
bies), were fighting the “young tiger” with vivacity. It ts 
played there somewhat differently than here; for Instance, you 
bet on ”8oooma” (the crescent moon), or the " butterfly," or a 
bird, or fish, the name of which was called out In Bpanlsb very 
musically. I was promised a set of the paraphernalia and the 
key thereof, but came away without them Next we went to the 
“ Fandango.” All was conducted with perfect decorum. The Span¬ 
ish and other dance* of that kind were perfectly, and gracefully 
performed, perhaps ts much so s* at the “Octaroon,” bolls In 
New Orleans which were fully described when some of our dis¬ 
tinguished fellow cltlaens were there Investigating “ the oypher 


dispatches” and other political Irregularities. The personal ones 
formed no port of their “ report.” As I have been .there myself 
I would say they were very much the some; and’ then the old- 
fasbloned contra, and quadrille dance formed part of the enter¬ 
tainment And altogether It was very enjoyable. 

It Is singular to hear the cocks crowing lu the morning In this 
clear atmosphere. Bound Is heard at so much greater distance 
than with us. One will begin away off on the side of the moun¬ 
tain and when be gets through, another will take up the refrain, 
uutll they have “ circled all round,” when they begin again, and 
so continue till daylight. We had a fearful old rooster In the 
yard of a French restaurant next door to the “ Bella Union Ho¬ 
tel," and when Ills turn came and he was In the upper notes, the 
showers of missives that could be spared from that side of the 
house that went for him (Including sometbat could not well be 
spared), were numerous. He would begin to crow from the bot¬ 
tom of his stomach, thence upward through about two feet of 
neck, but when it came to his throat It was simply terrific. His 
voice would sprangle out when It went through bis bill, just as 
a stream of water from a fire engine spreads Itself alter 
haying lost its adhesive velocity. A number of us or 
us ordered a chicken dinner at this restaurant on the express 
condition that this fowl should be Includad, as we were a lot of 
bird fanciers, and wished to compare the different varieties. 
When he came upon the table his drumsticks looked as If they 
had been growing since the morning when his near ancestor 
made such an unnecessary noise lu “Peter's time.” The French¬ 
man put In his bill a slight extra charge we thought lu couse- 
quenee of being required to decapitate his favorite “roostalr.” 

It Is funny to see the pack mules loaded—each carrying 300 
pounds; they are small, and as each gets loaded, and Is turned 
loose, he kicks at everything that Is near enough to hit, aa do all 
his relations, as far as we have been acquainted with them, of 
whatever dimensions. Earthquakes of small size are uumerous 
In Southern Californio, but If one wants the pure unadulterated 
article, Peru, or Chili, In South America Is the place to obtain It. 
They have a wonderfully evangelizing effect People all rush 
to the churches on such occasions, just when they ought not to go 
—as they are the highest bulldlngs,and most lloble to tumbledown. 
While os an Inducement to rent, one frequently sees “earthquake 
proof,” as a desirable quality In the Gue-story adobe tenements ad¬ 
vertised. If we could have a good “ shake up” of this character In 
Chicago, there would not be so many of our hen ministers leav¬ 
ing in consequence of an Inadequate salary. There Is a curiosity 
shop In the city, an old coon bought up all the odds and ends 
of every Imaginable thing that came to 'Frisco, at an early day, 
and the debris Is wonderful to behold. I asked Bean, of the 
Herald, how It came that Los Angeles county always gave such 
a Democratic majority I He laughed, and said: “You see these 
Mexicans always aave a lot of relations from Sonora visiting 
about this time, and they- all vote. Charmed with the friendly re¬ 
lations existing between the two sister republics, we inquired 
what return was made for these acts of kindness. “Oh," he re¬ 
plied, “when the 1 State of Sonora’ wants to get up a revolution 
against the general government, our boys go dowo there and give 
their friends a lift." We were pleased with the reciprocity, or 
free trade feature, of the arrangement. It was so much more 
chrlstian-like, than “bulldozing,” to maintain the supremacy at 
the ballot box. “8anta Barbara ” Is the sanitarium of the coast 
counties of California. This " Sweet vale of Avoca,’’ Is about 
a mile wide between the bases of the coast, and Sierra Range of 
mountains, widening out at intervals to three miles, and Is some 
fifteen miles In length. This is the “ Lobster” (called Crawfish 
her.), reservoir of the Pacific Coast. I believe none are caught 
north, or south of (the Santa Barbara Channel) so called, because 
vessels running up and down along the coast pass between the 
large mouutaiuoua Islands of Santa Barbara, Santa Rosa, and 
San Mlgnel, lying about twenty-five miles out In the ocean, and 
here is a paradise for fish of all kiDds, except salmon—none of 
them belug caught south of Point Conception, which jut* out 
from the Coast Range a few miles northward of Santa Barbara. 
The lobsters are caught In “ pots," very much on the plan of 
those on the Atlantic, but here they are made of the Ozier wil¬ 
low and of larger size than their eastern brethren which are 
made of the 6h «pe of a Booster waggon, with a board bottom — 
but as there are no boards grow here, or slats, of which the Bides 
and top of the Atlantic article Is constructed, the willow Is sub¬ 
s'ituted. These lobsters have no large claws, which furnish half 
the meat of those of the Atlantic, and here just let me inquire 
(if it would not be well to stock this channel with 
the military gentleman from the East, and thereby Increase by 
oue-half (from the claws) the value of each individual» “ The 

Springs” are six miles from the town, in a canyon about three- 
quarters of a mile In length, and thirty to fifty feet In width, 
down which trickles the water from the springs. At the head of 
this canyon the springs ooze out of the base of these abrupt 
mountains, and lmng on the side of one of them Is the ouly 
house lu the village of any klud. So there is noscrambleamong 
hotels for one's baggage on arrival, which Is not always the cose 
at watering places. “Old man Curtis” was the proprietor and 
landlord of the hotel, a hard-working, industrious man, who had 
constructed a narrow road on the side of tbe mountain up to the 
springs, and daily went to town for provisions, and passengers 
to eat them up. He had beeu long in Californio, and Mexico, 
struggling most of the time on the wrong side of fortune, like 
many others, and was here using his utmost endeavor to make 
us all coinfortablu, with his cheerful countenauce, kindly heart, 
aud moderate fure. There were about fourteen of us regular 
boarders, besides many from a distance that came up from town 
to bathe In the warm sulphur springs, drink the hot “waters of 
life,” and carry home a sufficient quantity, cold, to last till next 
day, as the town waters were not agreeable, being too strongly 
Impregnated with alkali. Most of the “regulars” were miners, 
seeking relief for the rheumatism contracted by standing in tbe 
cold water of the mountain streams, washing out placer gold. 
Aa I had all of the Chicago, town, and 'Frisco papers sent me,my 
title ranged all the way from Colonel (this was the lowest mili¬ 
tary grade) up lo General, and la the civil department from 
J udge to Governor, although I assured them I was no such per 
son. Although four of my townsmen bad attained half that grade, 
with a remote prospect of attaining a higher sphere In the 
same line, I think Curtis had the most invari-ible cook I ever ex¬ 
perienced. He bad cooked in the mines, owed the old man some 
money, and was cooking It out at six bits a day. His Idea was 
that all food made was to be fried, and "well done" at that. I 
verily believe he would have fried Ice cream If such a commodity 
hod been obtainable. That frying pan sizzled and sputtered 
from early morn to dewy eve. It put In "eight hours” good 
time each day, Mcthinke I hear it now. These lob*ters are put 
up In old gunny sacks, one hundred pound* to the sock, and 
shipped to 'Frisco by the steamers, where they grace the lunch 
tables. Tbe hinder part Is cut Into square chunks, with tbe shell 
on, about two Inches square, and at the hotels and at parties 
they appear In the form of a salad. The crab* are round like 
tbe sea-spider of the Atlantic — not sharp at both 
ends, like a whale boat, so a* to row either way, 
like their cousins of the Oriental Ocean, but every¬ 
thing ts so different on the Pacific shore* from those of 
the Atlantic; tomatoes grow four yean, so do beet*, which form 
many head*, some weighing as much as the writer, who 1* by no
